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FORMING A SEARCH STRATEGY 



T ° research a Chlcano Studies topic at UCSB the methods 
which win be used will actually vary with the subject in 
question, the purpose for the research, and its desired 
scope . 

In many cases the best sources may be books and articles 
from per lodlcals. Tr-e latter may include scholarly journals 
as well as those of a more popular nature. Many such 
materials are located In the Colecclon Tloque Nahuaque . 
Other materials may include non-Chicano newspapers, such as 
the LOS ANGELES TIMES. 

Alternately^ -Jonets search mlcht lead Into other 
directions, such: as dlssertat Ions, theses, government 
documents, pamphlets, audio-visual materla'.o, or other 
special library resources. 

Begin your search stategy by developing and refln'ng your 
study topic. For the unitlated, much time and effort can be 
saved by determl nl ng at an early stage whether the topic Is 
manageable. If the topic |s_so narrowLthat there Is little 
material on jt^ = then it Is not manageable. At the other 
extreme, a topic might be too Broad and al 1 -encompassing, 
' ma V : a 9_ a A n '"ake the topic uHmanag it would be 

belPfW?_to consult with the Chlcano Studies Librarian for 
assistance in selecting a topic. 

Once a ; topic has been defined, a comprehensive search 
method might be as follows:

ENCYCLOPEDIA OF EDUCATIONAL RESEARCH . : You will find this in 
the reference books section of the Colecc Ion's book stacks.

These data bases 
are compilations of citations stored on magnetic tapes or 
disks . There are _ hundreds : da ta_ bases on a wide range of 
topics .:; itheyz: include references: to:: books, articles, 
dissertations, documents, and reports. Many data bases have 
printed counterparts. For example, PSYCHOLOGICAL ABSTACTS 
i?: the printed counterpart to the PSYC INFO data base, these 
data bases are produced by both private and public agencies. 
For example, the UCSB Library Is one among a number of 
campuses which: are contributors: toMELVYL the :U,C :on! ine 
catalog. Several Important data bases for Chlcano research 
Include BORDERLINE of the UCLA Latin American Center and the 
Chlcano Data Base of the UCLA Chlcano Studies Research 
Library. Both of these two data bases are accessible 
through ORION, the UCLA Online CataV 

system. ;: these _can be searched for ; you free of charge at 
UCSB. _ Other online bibliographic data bases which can be 
searched for you free Include RLIN, the Research Libraries 
Information Network.

The boolean operator "AND" restricts or narrows a search 
such as "Mexican Amer leans" "OR" "Ethnic Identity." The 
first search s ta time nt ^ret Meyes ci tat Ions which are ei ther 
about Mexican Americans or ethnic identity. The second 
search statement will retrieve citations which contain 
Information on the ethnic Identity of Mexican Americans. 
The ven diagram on: the next page (figure 8) serves to 
illustrate these relationships: 

The search "Mexican Americans" AND "Cultural Assimilation* 
AND "Ethnic Identity" will retrieve only: materials 
concerning ethnic identity and cultural assimilation among 
Mexican Amer ica Vris^ This is represented by the shaded area 
of the ven diagram.
